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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 3-7, and 1 0-1 4 are witlidrawn from furtlier consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, tliere being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
10/7/08 and 2/27/09. 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 ,2,8, and 9 in the reply filed on 
10/7/08 and 2/27/09 is acknowledged. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

4. Claims 1 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fujimoto et al (USPN 6143226). Fujimoto et al teach the claimed process as evidenced 

by the entire specification (short length) and figs 1-3H. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fujimoto et al. The above teachings of Fujimoto et al are incorporated hereinafter. In 
regard to claims 2 and 9, clamping force is well-known in the molding art as an 
important molding parameter in compression molding processes and the desired 
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clamping forces would have been obviously and readily determined through routine 
experimentation by one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made. Further, the claimed temperature and duration are generally well-known in the 
molding art and it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to use substantially the same forces in the process of Fujimoto 
et al in order to ensure bonding between the layers.
